Copyright 


The Committee of Copyright Experts which met in 
Washington on 23td October to 4th November has 
submitted its recommendations to the Director-General 
of UNESCO. A copy of the recommendations, pub- 
lished as an appendix to the Library of Congress Informa- 
tion Bulletin of 6th November, may be borrowed from 
the Aslib Library. 


British Railways Research 


On the recommendation of a committee set up by the 
British Transport Commission, under the Chairmanship 
of Sir William Stanier, the research facilities of the 
different regions of British Railways will be integrated 
into a single Research Department. The seven divisions 
of the Department will be Chemistry, Engineering, 
Metallurgy, Protective Coatings, Physics, Textiles, 
Operational Research. A central library and information 
centre will be established. An old friend of Aslib 
Mr. T. M. Herbert, a member of the present Council and 
the first Honorary Secretary of the new Aslib, has 
been appointed Director of Research. He carries our 
good wishes with him. 


— Indian Laboratories 


The opening of the National Metallurgical Laboratory 
of İndia, at Tamshedpur last November, brings the total 
number of laboratories established by the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research in India up to five. 
The other four are the Central Glass and Ceramic 
Research Institute of India, the National Chemical 
Laboratory at Poona, the National Physical Laboratory 
at Delhi, and the Fuel Research Institute at Dhanbad. 


U.S.A. Historical Resources 


The Library of Congress announces the completion 
of one of the greatest documentation and microfilm 
publication projects dealing with the historical resources 
of the States of the United States ever undertaken. The 
Photoduplication Service has co-operated with the 
University of North Carolina to locate and microfilm the 
earlier legislative, judicial, and executive records of the 
forty-eight States and their territorial and colonial 
predecessors. The project, which has been spread over 
some nine years, has involved the reproduction of about 
2,500,000 pages on 1,700 reels of microfilm of approx- 
imately Too ft. each in length. l 


Research Council of Israel 


The first annual report, for the year ending 31st 
March, 1950, of the Research Council of Israel, gives a 
survey of the Council’s organization and the adminis- 
trative background of its work, as well as short sum- 
maries of several of the investigations in progress. The 
first issue.of its Bulletin will shortly be available. 
Information may, be obtained from the Council at 
Jerusalem. 


Turkish Agriculture 

Turkey is planning a comprehensive agricultural 
census. Following on the heels of the general popula- 
tion census held on 22nd October last, the agricultural 
census will provide up-to-date information on acreage 
under cultivation, potential acreage, types of crops, 
livestock, number of agricultural workers, etc. 


Middle East Scientific Papers 


Various improvements have been made in the List 
of Scientific Papers in the Middle East published by the 
Unesco Middle-East Science Co-operation Office in 
Cairo. No. 5, covering papers received by the Co-opera- 
tion Office between 1st October, 1949, and rst March, 
1950, contains abstracts of some cf the papers, has titles 
numbered consecutively under headings relevant to the 
main contents of the heading with references from other 
subject headings dealt with, and attempts to abbreviate 
periodical titles in accordance with the recommendations 
of the International Federation of Standards Institutions. 
The list is printed in two columns so that entries can be 
cut out and pasted on index cards. 


Scientific Films 


The Fourth Annual Congress and Festival of Scien- 
tific Films of the International Film Association, held 
in Florence last October, approved the adoption of 
international standards for recording information about 
scientific films, and the setting up of an International 
Reference Film Library of Scientific Films.

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Science Museum Library Questionnaire 


With this issue we are circulating the analysed 
results of a questionnaire circulated to members on the 
Joan ‘services of the Science Museum Library, and 
comments on them from the Science Library. 


World Conference on Documentation 


This Conference, which is being convened by the 
International Federation on Documentation (F.LD.) at 
the invitation of its Italian National Committee, will be 
held in Rome from 1şth-zınd September, 1951, 
under the egis of the. Italian Council of Scientific 
Research. 


The International Federation of Library Associations 
(LF.L.A.) is collaborating with the F.I.D. and it is 
expected that a large number of delegates from the 
national committees, and also fr interested inter- 
national organizations, as well "aş individual librarians 
and documentalists from many countries, will take part 
in this world-wide conference. 


The main object of the Conference is naturally to 
obtain practical results and discussion is, therefore, to 
be directed to a limited number of subjects in regard to 
which it is felt that useful results may be expected. The 
intention is that definite recommendations from the 
Conference Working Committees, resulting from an 
international exchange of views, shall be submitted to 
the General Assembly and which, if agreed, may prove, 
ultimately, of practical value to librarians and docu- 
mentalists in all fields. 


The subjects to be dealt with by the Working 
Committees will include comparative classification ; 
improvements in the application of the U.D.C.; 
abstracting, indexing and bibliography ; training of the 
information officer, based on the Briet report of the 
joint LF.L.A./Aslib Committee ; technical methods of 
documentation including microfilm and other methods 
of documentary reproduction ; standardization. 


Rapporteurs from different countries are being 
appointed to lead the discussions in the Workin 
Committees, the chairmen of which will probably be 
Italian. Aslib has co-operated in obtaining papers from 
experts in the United Kingdom. 


Scientific and Technical Information 
International Interchange Scheme of O.E.E.C. 


The eighteen member countries of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.) 
brought into operation, on ist January, 1950, an 
arrangement whereby all members deposit with one 
another six copies of certain classes of Government- 
sponsored scientific and technical literature. 
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The immediate aim is to ensure that the scientific and 
technical information published in all constituent 
countries shall be made generally available to industry 
and put to full use; but the ultimate object is to make 
the best use of scientific resources by guiding research 
and development along the lines likely to be economic- 
ally worth while, by keeping researchers informed of 
parallel work in their own fields, and by encouraging 
co-operative work on technical problems too big for 
individual efforts. . 

The literature concerns the following matters : 

(a) Physical and biological sciences, in so far as the 
material is likely to be of direct or indirect interest 
to industry. | 

(b) Any branch of technology. 

(7) Medical matters of industrial interest. 

Economic questions relating to industrial pro- 
ductivity and, amongst these, particularly statis- 
tical material. : 

The Technical Information and Documents Unit of 
the Board of Trade is the central clearing house for the 
United Kingdom. Two copies of each publication are 
held by T.LD.U., one of which is for loan; two are 
distributed for London among the Science Museum 
Library, the Patent Office Library, the British Library 
of Political and Economic Science, and the Board of 
Trade Statistics Library, each of which will receive 
material in line with its specialist activities; and the 
Science and Technology Library of the Sheffield City 
Libraries and the Mitchell Library of Glasgow have 
been selected as repository libraries for the north of 
England and Scotland respectively. 

At T.1.D.U., documents are given a letter denoting 
country of origin and are then numbered consecutively. 
English abstracts of their contents are then made, each 
bearing the document”s number. These are sent to some 
of the larger firms, to the appropriate Trade and 
Research Associations and to other bodies representing 
branches of industrial research. They are also available 
to the technical press. "The detailed lists act as 
a key to the documents themselves, which can either be 
consulted at any of the deposit libraries or borrowed, 
under certain conditions, from T.LD.U., the Mitchell 
Library, Glasgow, and Sheffield City Libraries, either 
direct or through the usual channels. 

Information as to precisely what periodicals and 
serials have been received has not been made generally 
known so far except through the medium of the 
abstract lists, which have a limited circulation. A 
general note on the subjects covered by the Scheme was 
printed in the Board of Trade Journal of 7th 
January, 1950, and other references to it have appeared 
in the Press. Sheffield City Libraries are preparing 
stencilled lists of the material they have received, and 
including it in their Union List of Periodicals for the 
use of members of the Organization for the Interchange 


of Technical Publications. Though the supply. is 
limited, the City Librarian will be pleased to send a copy 
to any interested library or other organization. 

Up to the time of writing, publications from eight of 
the eighteen O.E.E.C. member-nations have been 
received at T.LD.U. and distributed to the deposit 
libraries, totalling some 250 items—chiefly periodicals 
and abstracts. Most of these are in the language of the 
country of origin, but a few—Danish and Swedish at 
present—are also in English. 


Subj ect Groups in Aslib 


Active steps are being taken to form the following 
three groups: ‘Textiles; Food and Agriculture ; 
Economics including Finance, Banking and Commerce. 
Letters will shortly be sent to members likely to be 
interested inviting them to preliminary discussion

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LOANS SERVICE 


Results of a questionnaire 


circulated by Aslib 


After exhaustive discussions by Aslib committees and 
Council a questionnaire was circulated to members last 
August in an attempt to obtain useful information, 
which the Science Museum Library could use in making 
plans for speeding up its loans service. Results have 
now been analysed as follows : 


1, Questionnaires were sent to 300 corporate mem- 
bers of Aslib located in England, Scotland and Wales. 
166 completed questionnaires were received. 


z. 92 showed varying degrees of enthusiasm for a 
telephone enquiry service of the kind envisaged. 71 of 
these are located in London or within about 25 miles of 
London. zr are outside this limit, 


3. 74 felt no need, or very little need, for a telephone 

enquiry service. Of these, 58 are located more than 25 

miles from London. 16 are in London or within about 
25 miles of London. 


4. Of the 92 who asked for a telephone enquiry 
service, 83 estimated that they would make 7,697 calls 


in the course of a year. The other nine felt they could 
not estimate accurately, and their remarks varied from 
“the service would be very useful” to “we should 
make considerable use of the service”. Comments 
under “ General Remarks ”, as they affected the pro- 
posed telephone service, show beyond doubt that most 
borrowers living in or near London would welcome 
this means of finding out quickly if a given work were 
held by the Science Library. It was also seen as a means 
of eliminating present delays in being notified that a 
work was “ not available for loan ”. 


5. Only 63 of those who replied felt able to give a ” 
definite estimate of the number of requisitions they 
would have submitted in the last 12 months if they had 
been sure of a rapid service from the Science Library. 
Their estimates totalled 12,098 compared with the 
7,878 requisitions they” had actually submitted in the 
last 12 months. 


6. As was to be expected, members had considerable 
difficulty in forecasting the probable increases in the

requisitions they would make in future years. 69 did, 
however, estimate for 1951, giving an average increase 
of 24 per cent on their last 12 months’ figures. Of 
these 69, only 6o estimated for 1952, giving an average 
increase of 30 per cent on their last 12 months’ figures. 
These estimates are based on the Library”s services 
continuing at their present level; it seems reasonable to 
assume that, if the standard of service were raised, the 
percentage increase would rise with it, but not necess- 
atily in strict ratio. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


A space was left on the form of questionnaire for’ 


general comments and the following are summaries of 
the principal remarks made : 

1. An overwhelming number stated that they now 
use the Science Library as a last resort and that experi- 
ence has made them tely for first choice on other 
libraries. 

2. Almost all welcomed the idea of a 48-hour service 
arid complained of the delay in sending works in 
satisfaction of requisitions, though 11 stated that delays 
had been reduced this summer. 

3. 19 specifically mentioned delays in notifying non- 
availability, thus holding up applications to other 
sources. Many more welcomed the proposed telephone 
enquiry service as a means of eliminating delay in these 
cases. 

4. 9 called for the return to circulation of evacuated 
stocks. 

ş. 7 stated they were quite satisfied with the Library”s 
services as a whole. 

6. 3 complained that requisitions had been returned 
marked “ Not in Science Library ” though a Science 
Library copy had been subsequently supplied as the 
result of a requisition to the N.C.L. 

7. 3 asked for service at the counter for personal 
borrovvers. | 

8. A Scottish member asked if the loan period could 
be extended for borrowers in Scotland, since transit time 
‘appreciably curtailed the number of days the borrower 
could actually use the book. 

9. Very many members wrote appreciatively of the 
Photostat Service. 

10. Several asked if the Science Library could notify 
the borrower of the probable delay in satisfying a 
requisition, e.g. where the book required was already 
out on loan., | 

11. 3 suggested that delays between dispatca by the 
Science Library and receipt by the borrower were not 
— always due to the postal services and that books might 
not always be posted by the Science Library on the same 
day they were packed for dispatch. 


THE SCIENCE MUSEUM LIBRARY HAS COM- 
MENTED ON THESE RESULTS AS FOLLOWS: 


2, 3, 4. It is accepted that a case shall be made out 
for a telephone service; but it is feared that the very 
moderate estimates of use sent in by your respondents 
cannot be accepted. It is felt that the service, when its 





existence is fully realized, would be inundated. This 
makes it essential to limit it carefully, and present 
consideration is chiefly as to what is the best manner in 
which to attempt to do so. Note is taken of the special 
value of a prompt reply “ Notin ”. This was, of course, 
already realized. 

5 and 6 are noted and should be of value. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 

2. It is not clear what is meant by a 48-hour service... 
The Library has every intention of getting back to its 
old régime of sending off the book on the same day as 
the requisition is received, or at latest on the day follow- 
ing. What the postal service does before or after this is 
outside the control of the Library. Owing to leave, 
sickness, and retirements the summer improvement, due 
to the publication of the Handlist and consequent 
tightening of regulations, has not been maintained. 
Nevertheless, the delay is many days less than it was at 
the beginning of the year. 

3. It is not easy to see how negative replies can be 
7 out. Much thought has already been given to 
this. . 

4. There is now some prospect of this, but experience 
shows that announcements on the subject are apt to be 
premature. The smallness of the number 9 is recognized 
to be due to loss of hope on users’ part, not to lack of 
prospective use of the evacuated stock. 

6. Wetry to examine each such case submitted tous. It 
is hardly possible to make any general comment except 
that of human fallibility. 

7. This was dropped because as soon as severe delay 
sets in it gives grossly preferential treatment to an 
arbitrary group of London users. A purely postal loan 
service is much more economical of man-power because 
it can be thoroughly broken down into routine. This 
routine is interrupted, to a degree which is very serious, 
by readers’ and callers’ requisitions. 

8. Itis feared that in cases where a requested extension 
cannot be granted the suffering is not only on the part 
of the distant borrower. Any general adjustment 
appears to be too complicated to be worked under 
existing pressures. 

9. It must be realized that to give the Photocopy 
Service its chance it has been given a ruthless priority 
over loans; and this is partly responsible for the 
difficulties with the latter. It is uncertain how far the 
Photocopy Service should continue, now that it ts dug 
in, to get this priority; which, indeed, has in the past 
month or so broken down under pressure of absences. 

10, It will be agreed that this is not to be contem- 
plated until the simpler and more pressing need of . 
promptitude is satisfied. In any case, borrowers do not 
conform sufficiently often to their obligations to make 
the information of value. Something like 200 reminders 
have to be sent out every week. 

11. There is room for vigilance here, but the pro- 
cesses of recording for proof of postage, etc., are just 
one link in a chain which can hardly, in any case, be 
fully examined by an outside jury. ;

The information 
accompanying each item will include the full descrip- 
tion, the manufacturer’s name and address, designer’s 
name (when available), model number, salient design 
points such as construction, materials used, finish, 
mechanism, etc., and approximate retail price exclusive 
of purchase tax. 

Hand-operated projectors will enable visitors to view 
colour transparencies of goods such as pottery, textiles, 
etc., where colour is an essential ingredient of the 
design. 


India and Pakistan 

Unesco has allocated $229,000 to establish a centre in 
India of scientific bibliography. This central documen- 
tation service will be used by other United Nations 
Specialized Agencies in their own technical aid pro- 
grammes to India, as well as by Indian industrial and 
agricultural scientists and industrialists. Facilities will 
also be available to scientists and industrialists in other 


countries of S.E. Asia. Seven experts will be sent by 
Unesco to aid Indian research institutes and labora- 
tories in such fields as plastics, physics, dam design and 
marine architecture. 

Pakistan has been allocated $140,000 for the creation 
of the first institute of geophysics in Asia as well as to 
expand the country’s broadcasting facilities.

Annual General Meeting 


It is a sign of the healthy interest of members in the 
affairs of the Association that this year’s Annual General 
Meeting, held on 25th April, at the National Book 
League, was attended by about roo members. Nor was 
it only the members who turned out in force. All four 
Vice-Presidents—Sir John Forsdyke, Professor Hutton, 
Sir Harry Lindsay and Sir Henry Tizard——were present 
to hear Sir Arnold Plant, ably introduced by Sir Harry 
Lindsay, express his pleasure at being elected to the 
Presidency. Sir Arnold, incidentally, has libraries in his 
blood, was born in one, in fact. Or, at least, in the 
librarian’s flat adjoining. 


As President for 1951, Sir Arnold succeeds one who 
devoted far more time than he could really spare to 
helping Aslib with his practical wisdom and indefatig- 
able energy. To Dr. Dunsheath, Aslib’s part in develop- 
ing technical information services in the country was a 
national obligation. And to him we owe an immeasur- 
able debt of gratitude—a fact of which, as the generous 
tributes paid at the meeting showed, all members are 
fully aware. 


Articles of Association are not the only things that 
take their toll at this time of year. Mr. Woledge, who 
Has been Honorary Secretary since 1949, felt obliged to 
give up this office which he has filled so well, because of 
increasing commitments in other directions. There is 
no doubt that the steady development of the last two 
years flows largely from his vigilance and guidance, and 
we are glad to know that these same qualities will be 
available to Council during the coming year. Council 
is confident that the duties of this office have passed into 
capable hands, as the result of the election of Miss 
Barbara Kyle, librarian of the Royal İnstitute of Inter- 
national Affairs, better known to most of us as Chatham 
House. 


While the Honorary Officers, in presenting the 
Council’s report and the financial statement for 1950, 
had their eyes necessarily turned to the past, the 
Director was able to look forward towards a developing 
list of activities in this and subsequent years. From 
the references he made to the proposals now being 
examined by the various committees of Council, it is 
clear that the present year, barring unexpected crises in 
the national and international spheres, should have a 
reasonable record of progress to present this time next 
year. 


The ballot papers for the ten Council vacancies 
occupied five stalwart volunteers for the greater part of 
the meeting, and their patience is as much to be admired 
as their mathematical abilities.

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Economic İnformation Group 


The Economic İnformation Group, the first of the 
_new subject groups to hold its inaugural meeting, made 
a good start when some fifty members and non-members 
met on 2nd May to set in motion its plans for 1951. 

The first task undertaken by the group is to compile 
and distribute an alphabetical list of periodicals, cover- 
ing the various aspects of economics, currently taken 
by each member of the group.

B.U.C.O.P. 


A year ago the Council of the Britisk Union Cata- 
logue of Periodicals took the opportunity afforded by 
the change of Editor to review the whole position of 
the Catalogue. 

In its report for the year ending 31st March, 1951, the 
Council gives its reasons for suspending work on such 
secondary material as administrative annual reports of 
all kinds of bodies throughout the world, documents 
issued by the central and local government departments 
of all countries, the series of many kinds issued by 
publishers, local directories and guides, time-tables, 
and other miscellaneous items in great variety. 

The whole effort of the staff has now deen directed 
towards fulfilling the desire of the Council that 
B.U.C.O.P. shall be prepared for publication as speedily 
as possible.

lists of library holdings.

The Study Course for Newcomers to special library 
and info-mation work was held again at Chaucer House 
(by courtesy of the Library Association), We send our 
thanks to the lecturers and those who organized the 
exhibition, to the librarians and information officers 
who made possible visits to their libraries and gave their 
time to iead discussion groups, and to the staff of the 
Library Association who were so extremely co-opera- 
tive in every way. 

The fifty-seven students who enrolled were asked to 
send comments and/or criticism at the close of the 
course. The response has been gratifying, and we 
should like to put on record our very sincere thanks to 
the students who took such care in sending in these 
replies. 

The ideas collected will be helpful to the Education 
Committee, which is now considering a rather more 
advanced course to take place over a long week-end in © 
February, 1952. 


Patents in Force

Scottish Branch Conference 


Any lingering suspicion that the Scottish Branch of 
Aslib might not yet have reached maturity must have 
been thoroughly dispelled by the Conference which it 
held į in Edinburgh on 25th May. It was in every respect 


“an occasion ”. First, it was held at the Royal Society — 


of Edinburgh, ‘whose illustrious President, Professor 
James Kendall, F.R.S., started the day’s proceedings 
with a gracious ‘welcome to those taking part. Secondly, 
Miss Margaret Herbison, M.P., Joint Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for Scotland, gave an opening 
address that was of a rare literary quality, as well as 
being indicative of a sound appreciation of industry’s 
need for still more efficient information services. 
Thirdly, about 7o people took part, at least half of 
whom were not already members of the Association. 
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As for the programme, industrial members at least 
should have been fully satisfied—and, in arranging 
conferences such as this, it is often best to keep one 
particular section of the membership in mind, provided 
the others get their turn later on. Dr. D. J. Urquhart of 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
described the work of his Department as a source of 
information, while Dr. V. E. Parke, Intelligence Officer 
of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. (Billingham 
Division), spoke about the work of the intelligence 
officer in industry. For the benefit of members and 
non-members alike, the Director outlined Aslib’s place 
in the country’s information services, and the day ended 
with an “ Any Questions ?” session. Because of the 
number of questions submitted, not all could be 
answered before the conference ended; some of those 
of wider interest appear elsewhere in this issue. 


The saddest blow at the conference was the news that 
Miss Handlen”s resignation from the Honorary 
Secretaryship of the Branch has at last had to take 
effect. She stepped into the breach when Mrs. Spence’s 
change of employment necessitated her retirement from 
the office last year, but did so only on the understanding 
that a successor should be found as soon as possible. 
Miss Handlen deserves Aslib’s most grateful thanks, 
not least for the commendable way in which this latest 
branch conference was arranged. It is now for the 
branch to ensure that headway made by Mrs. Spence 
and Miss Handlen is not lost before a new Honorary 
Secretary can be elected.

At the Annual Conference in October a session will 
be organized on the lines of the B.B.C.’s programme 
“ Any Questions ? ”, except that it is intended to have 
the questions submitted early enough for them to be 
thoroughly considered in advance so that the replies 
may be of real practical value.

At a conference arranged by the Northern Branch 
of Aslib and held in Birmingham on 14th June, members 
taking part unanimously decided to undertake the 
formation of a Midlands Branch forthwith.

Some sixty people attended the conference which 
was held in the City’s Council Chamber, and wete 
delighted at the Lord Mayor’s informal welcome. At 
the end of the day they were entertained to tea by the 
Lord -Mayor and Lady Mayoress. The morning”s 
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session consisted of a paper by Mr. E. B. Uvarov 
(Messrs. Courtaulds Ltd., Coventry) on “ Some classi- 
fication and indexing problems in an industrial Infor- 
mation Bureau”, and in the afternoon Mr. C. R. 
Tattersfield (Messrs. Courtaulds Ltd., Manchester) 
spoke on “The functions of a use-development 
department in the textile industry ”. This was followed 
by a discussion on the formation of a Midlands Branch, 
which led to the decision recorded above. On the 
following day, parties visited Messrs. Cadbury’s Ltd., 
The Birmingham Gazette, the Birmingham City Libraries, 
the General Electric Co., Ltd., and Messrs. Tube 
Investments Ltd., Department of Development and 
Research. The Association’s thanks are due to Mr. F. J. 
Patrick, Birmingham City Libraries, for his energetic 
work in Birmingham in connection with the Con- 
ference. 


Patent Office : Arrears of Printing 


The sub-committee appointed by Council to deal 
with this mattér met the Deputy Comptroller of the 
Patent Office on zznd June. As the amount of the 
arrears had already been agreed, the meeting began at 
once to consider means of reducing them. It learned 
that the Patent Office had had to contend with a long 
seties of stubborn difficulties, but had now received 
from H.M.S.O. an undertaking to increase the rate of 
printing of abridgements by one half. This arrange- 
ment, helpful as it would be, was soon seen to be little 
more than enough to deal with current work. 


The meeting, therefore, pressed for a special attack 
on the arrears aimed at clearing them off in six months. 
Thereafter, it recommended, the list of patents in 
force at the end of each year should be published in 
February of the following year, and that name and sub- 
ject indexes should be published within three months.

It was glad to learn that the Stationery 
Office had agreed to separate the subject indexes from 
the abridgements, which should speed up publication. 
To help bridge the gap till the printing problem was. 
solved, the deputation suggested that the Patent Office 
should publish its present manuscript name and subject: 
indexes by the airgraph system, sending copies to the 
repository libraries. 


As the next step, the sub-committee has arranged an 
interview to put these recommendations to the Station- 
ery Office, and has obtained the support of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, the Chartered Institute of 
Patent Agents, and the Trade Marks, Patents and 
Designs Federation in so doing. If the traditional 
methods cannot achieve what is required, the Stationery 


Office will be pressed to use non-traditional ones which 
seem to be specially suitable for this type of work. 


Much encouragement was received from the repos- 
itory libraries, but only two Aslib members answered 
the request for their experiences contained in the May 
issue of 49/22 Information. Much greater support would 
be welcome. 


The Patent Office Library is now open from ro a.m. 
to 9 p.m. from Monday to Friday, and from rə a.m.

Copyright 


The Executive and Finance Committee has appointed 
a sub-committee to consider whether Aslib should 
submit a statement to the new Departmental Committee 
on Copyright. Members’ views are invited and will be 
considered by the sub-committee in drafting any such 
statement. 


New Editions 


Some anxiety has been expressed about the number 
of corrected reprints of books being marketed as new 
editions, particularly when they appear only a short 
time after the previous edition. This practice is probably 
more prevalent in U.S.A. than in this country, but it is 
nevertheless thought worth while to try to ascertain 
the extent to which it is common in this country, so 
that, if the evidence justifies them, suitable represen- 
tations could be made. Members are invited, therefore, 
to bring to the notice of the Director as soon as possible 
any outstanding examples known to them. Please 
state title, author, publisher, dates and prices of new 
and previous edition and, in general terms, the extent 
of the corrections or new matter included in the new 
edition. 


Nature: War-time Issues 


Recent attempts by the British National Book Centre 
at the National Central Library in London on behalf of 
the Ünesco Clearing House for Publications to obtain 
missing volumes and parts of the British periodical 
Nature for the war period for allocation to libraries 
needing them have now come to a conclusion. Many 
gaps have been filled but many still remain. 


Libraries whose sets of Nature for 1939 to 1945 are 
still imperfect are now recommended to complete them 
in the following ways : 


(1) By purchasing from the publishers the issues still 
in print for the years 1939-1943. No issues are available 
from the publishers’ for volumes 152—158 inclusive 
(1943-1946). All issues for 1941, except those men- 
tioned in (2) below, are available as well as many issues 


of 1939-1940. 


(2) By securing from ORBIS, Export and İmport 
Department, 37 Narodni, Prague, Czechoslovakia, off- 
set reprints of the following issues: 3714, 3716, 3718, 
3719, 3724, 3739 (Volumes 143-144: 1941) which are to 
be produced and made available at a price of zs. 6d. each, 
plus postage. Libraries in need of these issues should 
write at once to Orbis, since only a limited number of 
copies are being reprinted of each issue. Payment may 
be made in Unesco Book Coupons. 


(3) By direct purchase of microfilm reproductions 
from the Photographic Department of the Royal 
Society of Medicine (at Dering Yard, 67 New Bond 
Street, London, W.1). Single issues are difficult and 
expensive to reproduce; special quotations can, how- 
ever, be made for these. It is hoped that not less than 
whole volumes: would be ordered whenever possible. 
Orders must be sent, with full details of the volumes 
required, direct to the Royal Society of Medicine. Pay- 
ment is required in advance and, in cases where currency 
difficulties arise, Unesco coupons may be used. 


British Standards 


A new British Standard for alphabetical arrangement 
(B.S. 1749 : 1951) has just been published, price 2s., by 
the British Standards Institution. It applies to the 
arrangement of entries in alphabetical lists, and does not 
provide rules for determining their form, or the order 
of the items within each entry. For fuller rules for the 
arrangement of catalogues, readers are referred to the 
A.L.A, Rules for filing catalogue cards, 1942. A revision 
of the standard for Paper and boards (sizes, packaging 
and labelling) (B.S. 730 : 1951), last issued in 1937, has 
also been published.

Devvey Decimal Classification 


Copies of the Standard (15th) Edition of the Decimal 
Classification of Melvil Dewey are now available in this 
country. This edition, which was prepared in con- 
sultation with librarians and subject specialists in North 
and South America and Britain, represents a radical 
departure from the practice of previous editions. While 
places have been assigned to new subjects which were 
not adequately covered in the last edition, the new 
edition is not in the main an expansion but a simpli- 
fication of the tables, and in only a few cases are more 
than three decimal places used. In addition, the arrange- 
ment of some sections has been changed and in some 
cases a different number from the one assigned in 
previous editions is recommended. As a result the new 
edition, while possibly adequate for the arrangement of 
books in a small or medium sized general library, is not 
suitable for most special libraries or for documentation 
work. Institutions now using the classification will 
have to decide which edition they will use. British Book 


Members are reminded of the “ Any Questions ? ”” session to be held at the Annual Conference and are

News will use the 15th edition, beginning with the

““ Any Questions ”’ 


We are printing below the answers by members of 
the panel taking part in the Scottish Branch Conference 
quiz session to the questions remaining unanswered at 
the Conference. The questions were printed in the last 
issue of Aslib Information. 


Question No. r Answered by D. 5 U. 


It is a little difficult to visualize what the questioner 
had in mind when he used the expression “ punched 
card abstracts of chemical literature”. The Chemical 
Biological Co-ordination Centre of the National 
Research Council in the U.S.A. has developed a 
classification system which is used for coding the 
chemical nature of the substances tested, and the 
— American Chemicals Society are at present considering 
the possibility of developing a common classification 
system for use in connection with an experimental 
punched card machine. 


Question No. 2 Answered by B. A. E. 

Filing trade catalogues by subject is not usually 
satisfactory, owing to overlaps, etc., A satisfactory 
procedure is : 


(1) Date stamp the catalogue (very important). 


(2) Place in manilla folder for filing in vertical file, 
On the outside of the folder write the name of 
firm and list by trade name the products adver- 
tised. Filing order is established by the first 
three letters of the firm followed by a serial 


number, e.g. DEV 13. Where the catalogue is 
too bulky for the vertical file, it is placed on a 
nearby shelf and a reference sheet put into the 
vertical file. 


(3) Make out name card for the firm. 


(4) Make out “ main card” under trade name of 
each product, giving firm”s name, reference to 
correspondence, test reports and other data. It 
is very useful to put a brief précis of the product 
on the back of the card, based on the manu- 
facturer”s claim. 


(5) List each product by trade name on a general 
subject card. For this a limited number of fixed 
headings can be used, depending on the size and 
nature of the collection. If time does not permit, 
or use warrant, quite so elaborate a process, the 

essentials are (1) (2) and a skeleton (4). 


Answered by D. G. B. 


Does the enquirer want the U.D.C. to relieve him of 
all responsibility for classification; or is he willing to 
build and use a consistent local system to supplement 
any section of the U.D.C. that he finds unsatisfactory ? . 
Personally, I think that applications of counting 
mechanisms, which are almost always used as attach- 
ments to some operating mechanism, should be classi- 
fied under 621-79. If, however, the total amount of 
information in hand about counting mechanisms is 
such that no useful purpose is served by sub-dividing 
Or scattering it, the indexer should plump for one 
number, and insert in his local alphabetical key “ count- 
ing mechanisms (all information)—612-79 ”, or what 
he chooses. From time to time he will scrutinize 
information collected under these local rules, and 
either feed it into the existing U.D.C. structure or use 
it to modify or extend the classification. 


Question No. 3 


Answered by D. J. U. 


As far as library work is concerned, the available 
punched card machines in this country are only suitable 
as mechanical typewriters and they handle numerical 
data easier than alphabetical data. It is probable that 
the limitations of the existing machines are such that 
they will not be extensively used in library work. As 
will be seen from the “ Brief Guide to the Research 
Activities of D.S.LR. and the Research Associations ”’; 
it was not possible to use any full stops or strokes in 
describing U.D.C. numbers. This limitation may very 
well be eliminated in future machines. To facilitate 
mechanical sorting of alphabetically punched cards, a 
space, indicating the end of a word, should always take 
precedence over any letter in a continuation of that 
word. This has, I think, been adopted by the normal 
alphabetical filing standards.

The Director will be attending the Conferences of 
LP.L.A. and the F.I.D. from ızth-zıst September in 
Rome.

Patent Office: Printing Delays 


In the July Information a short account was given of 
the meeting of the Aslib sub-committee on the arrears 
of publication of indexes to patents, with the Deputy- 
Comptroller of the Patent Office. The sub-committee 
was convinced that the Patent Office had been trying to 
improve the position and that a meeting should next be 
arranged with the Stationery Office which is the printing 
contractor for the work. 


: | 
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This meeting took place on 16th July, there being 
present on the one side representatives of Stationery 
Office and Patent Office, and on the other, the Aslib 
sub-committee supported by representatives of the 
Federation of British Industries, the Trade Marks, 
Patents and Designs Federation and the Chartered 
Institute of Patent Agents. It was made clear that 
energetic steps were being taken to make good the 
promises obtained at the former meeting. Thus the rate 
of publication of the first edition of specifications is being 
increased by a half, which should soon bring the 
arrears down to the practical minimum. Again the rate 
of printing of abridgments is being increased by a half. 
This is not considered enough as it will take three and a 
half years to clear off the arrears, but the Patent Office 
has asked for enough extra staff to reduce the period to 


“less than two years and the Stationery Office promises 


that it will be able to deal with the extra copy so pro- 
duced. Next, the first war-time index volume of names 
of applicants is practically finished printing and the 
second is ready to begin. The issue of the remainder of 
the war arrears of this index as a single volume to save 


effort will be carefully considered and if that is success- ` 


ful the post-war arrears will be treated in the same way. 
The most spectacular promise of all is that the “ List of 
Patents in Force at the end of 1950” will be published 
in one month. Finally the Patent Office promises to 
make a special effort to supply to the repository libraries 
as soon as possible copies of its “ temporary indexes ” 
by subject and by class order. 

The chief difficulty outstanding is the recruitment and 
training of the extra Patent Office staff. But regular 
reports on progress will be received and considered by a 
combined sub-committee which will be able to arrange 
for pressure at “‘ higher levels ” if necessary. 


Registration Examination: Literature of Science 


We understand that the number of applicants in the 
London area for coutses preparing for alternative paper 
Literature of Science (Section D vii (2)) in the Registra- 
tion Examination of the Library Association last year 
was disappointingly small. As this alternative paper 
was included in the Syllabus, largely at the request of 
Aslib, we should be glad to know how many members 
would wish to attend such a course if it were held in 
the central London area. Members are asked to notify 
the Director as soon as possible so that if the demand is 
sufficient we may try to get such a course arranged for 
the coming year. 


D.S.I.R. and the Research Associations 


The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
has published a “ Brief guide to the research activities 
of D.S.LR. and the research associations”. A list of 
research associations, arranged alphabetically under 


their code initials, gives the address and a note on the 
work of each association. A subject index, arranged 
under U.D.C. numbers, gives the code initial of the 
association dealing with each subject, and an alphabetical 
list of subjects gives the appropriate U.D.C. numbers. 
This Guide replaces a draft of February, 1950, which 
was circulated to some organizations. The D.S.LR. 
will supply copies on request to libraries, research 
organizations, or industrial organizations.

only a little, if any, in the subject, and vice versa for the 
information officer. i 

In response to any enquiry, the librarian, possibly 
with general direction from the information officer, 
collects the relevant material ard presents it to him for 
sifting and arranging into the most suitable answer. 
The line of demarcation between them is probably 
never very clear. but the information officer is the 
senior. Reference is made to this kind of arrangement 
in “The Royal Society Scientific Information Con- 
ference Report ”, 1948, p. 164, as favoured in Australia 
and Holland. 

1 have had no experience of the distinction in practice 
but I would expect it to have the following disadvan- 
tages : 

(a) the risk that, except in the largest organizations, 

the staff would be unnecessarily increased, 

(2) 


the loss, to the librarian, of the stimulus to 
knowledge of his material that comes from 
contact with the real users, and, to the infor- 
mation officer, that of close contact with the 
sources, 


(c) the danger that the researcher at the bench, 
served by the information officer, would be 
“ spoon-fed ” and so narrowed in his outlook 
on his problem and deprived of contact with 
other workers through the literature. 

In my view, a small organization has to take the best 
people it can find whether with library or subject 
qualifications and help them to broaden their experience 
as far and as fast as it can. A larger organization should 
try to have representatives of both types of training and 
divide the routine work between them, say library to 
the one and translation with abstracting to the other.

mation work appropriate to it.and should co-operate 
fully all the time, neither being intrinsically senior to 
the other. There may be in a large organization a place 
for. the type of information officer who provides 
general day-to-day information, not specially “ subject ” 
information—but that kind of information officer is 
really part of the library staff proper. 


QUESTION No. 9 Answered by D: G. B: 


This also is a case where local convenience should 
decide “vhat is to be done. In < small index, quick 
reference may be assisted by the presence of a card 
under each associated number; but in a large index, 
where duplication of cards is unwelcome, it may be 
preferable to employ numerical guide cards to each 
section, filing one card under the main heading and 
making appropriate entries on the guide cards for the 
others. The casual user is prejudiced in favour of any 
system that gives him a little of the right information 
quickly, and will probably prefer the repeated-card 
system ; but as a good index is likely to become a large “ 
one in time, I suggest that the guide system should be 
used from the start.

The following extract from a note on the “ Directory 


of Philadelphia Libraries ”, published in the Phitadelphia 
Bibliographical Center and Union Library Catalogue News 
Letter, may be of interest to members :. 

This code contains two points which the Union 
Library Catalogue applauds: one “ To save the time 
of all concerned, requests should first be verified for 
location through the Union Library Catalogue”? and 
two: “ Applications for loans of books should give 
the author’s full name, or at least a surname correctly 
spelled and accompanied by initials, title accurately 
stated, volume number if in a set, place, publisher, 
and date of publication, and edition if a particular one 
is desired ”. We are always glad to assist in both the 
location and identification of items for any enquirer. 
We often take particular pains to give an enquirer full 
bibliographical details as outlined above, only to have 
the owning library call us to re-identity the volume 
wanted as the enquirer did not supply the complete 
bibliographical information obtained from us in 
asking for a loan. A real time-saving to all library 
staffs would result if the stipulations of this new code 
are practised in so far as possible by all concerned.
